The invention disclosed in claims 1-13 is not novel in the light of the documents D1-D3. 

The above documents disclose fire extinguishing compositions comprising hydrofluorocarbons and 
hydrofluoroethers having no ozone depletion potential and having a global warming potential of less than 
5000.The disclosed compounds have boiling points less than 100°C and are used mixed with an inert carrier 
gas. These compositions are considered to be suitable for protection of molten magnesium/magnesium alloys.
